Several years ago I was working on one 
of the Lindbergh hearts, and a component 
of that system is a ph meter. Perhaps 
some of the novices would be interested in 
something that I noticed. 

When the heart would be removed from 
a dog, the fluid circulated through the 
machine and the dog would keep the dog 
alive while the heart was being worked 
over. The heart would then be returned to 
the dog, and he was sewn up and even- 
tually ways were found to remove and 
return the heart without losing the dog. 

One of the problems was to measure the 
ph continuously while the machine 
became the dogs heart. Another was to 
measure other chemical qualities of the 
fluids. 

My experience as a ham stood me in 
good stead during those experiments. I 
learned that the leads to the ph meter were 
in the grid circuit of an amplifier, and if 
you moved the wires, you changed the 
capacitance between the wires, and so we 
had to “‘fix’? the wires in position. 
Otherwise false readings would take the 
form of violent meter movements, so no 
use could be made of the instrument. 

Another time the ham experience came 
in handy was working on the colorimeters, 
and flame photometers. These _in- 


struments use a standard auto tail light for’ 


a light source. Again the problem was 
meter fluctuations. This time it was not 
wires, but the filament of the lamp. Look 
at a lamp filament carefully next time you 
go to the store. Then look closely at one 
that has been in the car tail light for a year 
or so. Notice the wire looks like it is pock- 
marked? The new lamp has a nice clean 
new wire (filament). You can tell how long 
a lamp has been used (relatively) by 
observing the wire closely. I have always 
assumed that the wire has to get up toa 
temperature around 2500 degrees C, and 
this causes the tungsten to actually boil 
off. Break a few bulbs and look at the wire 
under a microscope and see what you think 
causes the condition. 

Ham radio comes in handy as you 
travel through life, and sometimes the 
things that you do when you tune or test a 
receiver ortransmitter will be useful to you 
in other ways. As the lamp in the 
colorimeter deteriorated, the meter would 
not remain steady nor would it give 
reproducible readings. Anything like 
that ever happen in radio receivers or 
transmitters?

The Handi-Ham System of Minnesota, 
Inc., is an organization the purpose of 
which is to train and equip handicapped 
and shut-in people for ham radio. I doubt 
that any ham needs to have explained the 
value of ham radio to these people. Details 
about the System will be found in January 
1971 QST. 

Although at a distance of about 1500 
miles, I have recently joined the System 
and am making my contribution by 
locating old amateur type receivers 
(their most crying need) which I 
thoroughly refurbish and ship to them. 

Some of the receivers are in good clean 
condition when acquired, but most are not. 
The typical donated recver is likely to be 
more than thirty years old, very dirty, 
scratched, perhaps a little rusty, having a 
broken dial and needing extensive 
mechanical and electrical repairs. In 
other words, the receiver is essentially 
trash. 

Then I go to work on it. The chassis is 
cleaned with an air blast at the corner 
service station. The cabinet dials, knobs, 
and hardware are washed in the kitchen 
sink. These parts are further cleaned and 
oil polished by rubbing with a rag wet with 
mineral spirits. 

Mechanical repairs are made as needed, 
including perhaps a new dial window. 
Then a thorough going over electrically. 
Parts and tubes are supplied from the junk 
boxes of several local hams. Finally, I 
pack and ship the receiver to Rochester, 
Minn. with a spare set of tubes. Each 
donor receives an _ appropriate

organized Communication 
Department group. This is

As vice 
director, Larry Price, W4DQD, 
so aptly expressed it at the 
ORLANDO ARRL Forun,, “‘It is 
essentially a situation where 
your money and mine is being 
used to subsidize W. FLA. 
costs.’’ (Similar conditions
